“A hope, a throb, a memory—that is summer in 
these high latitudes.” So says Gail Hamilton in one 
of ber racy and readable articles on Summer. Per- 


haps nothing is so fleeting to us as the warm. deys of

Digestion in Plants. 


We have been accustomed"to apply the term diges- 
tion rather to the animal than the vegetable kingdom. 
The process by which food. is changed into a living or- 
ganiem is still a great mystery. We may see how food 
taken into the mouth is masticated; how the saliva 


mingled with it aids in swallowing it; we may ste the 


" gastric juice dissolving it in the stomach and chang- 
it into chyme and then pass on and form the milky 
chyle, and then we may trace it to the absorbents 
which have the power of abstracting the nutritious 
portions and. rejecting the rest, and conveying it to 
the great duct that leads to the blood. But here we 
must stop. What the precise process is we cannot 
tell, nor how it enters the blood and there becomes a 


vital force to build up the waste of the system. Just 


how an inert.substance becomes living matter is and 
probably always will be, beyond the reach of man. 

If we look ata plant which is much simpler in its 
organization, the sadie mystery hangs over it. We 
can furnish the different elements and combinations in 
the shape of food, and we know that certain elements 
are best adapted to certain kinds of plants, but the 
process by which an element is preparéd as food for 
plants is still a dark enigma that neither chemistry, 
physiology nor anatomy have revealed. 

It is generally understood that mineral substances 
must be dissolved in water before they can enter into 
the constitution of the plant. But arable land is found 
to take up and fix one kind of mineral substance more 
than another. Potash is much more readily absorbed 
than soda, and it is vastly more necessary to the 
growth of land plants, while marine plants generally 
require more soda than, potash. 

According to Liebig, though arable land will ab- 
sorb potash, ammonia and soda, it will not absorb 
the acids with which they are compounded only so far 
as they are useful tothe vegetable. . It will be remem- 
bered by those not acquainted with chemistry, that 
potash, for example, is a compound of the potash in 
an alkaline state with some acid. Suppose now pot- 
ash is combined with sulpharic acid; it is now a neu- 
tral salt, but if you dissolve it in Water, and water 
the ground with the solution, and then examine the 
water that has passed through the soil by filtration, 
you will not find the potash in the water, but the 
acid. The earth has separated the potash from the 
acid. 

On the other hand, in some instances the acid fs 
absorbed and fixed by the land. If land be irrigated 
by water containing phosphate of lime dissolved by 
means of earbonic acid, the lime will be forced in the 

water while the phosphoric acid will be absorbed by 
the arable land, and be ready.for the, use of plants. 

Thus we come to.the important conclusion that the 
land prepares the salts beforehand in such a way as 
will best fit them for the food of plants. The salts

they seem to have undergone a previous preparation 
in the soil which fits them to perform their part in 
the process of nutrition. It is the land, therefore, 
that acts as a sort of digestive apparatus for plants. 
While digestion in animals is carried on within the 
system, in plants it seems to be carried on without. 

If these principles are correct, we feel more and 
more the importance of having our land in the best 
Possible condition to digest the necessary food for our 
cultivated crops. If we allow a large quantity of the 
drainage. from. manure heap to pass over a limited

The Cranberry. 


The cultivation of the cranberry is slowiy but stead- 
ily increasing in this State. To those who have stead- 
ily and understandingly cultivated their cranberry 
beds, we believe as good returns have been made as 
from any other lands, The demand is increasing even 
faster than the supply, and the limited portion of ter- 
ritory on which they can be cultivated with profit 
renders it certain that the supply of cranberries will 
not very soon be greater than the demand. 

In some portions of the State, as in the vicinity of 
Lovell and Fryeburg in Oxford county, and in the 
northern portions of Penobscot county there are im- 
mense native cranberry beds to which the inhabitants 
for miles around resort to gither them for their own 
use and for sale. We have seen many of these native 
beds which might be improved at a small outlay of 
capital, which in a single favorable year might bring 
in an income sufficient to meet all the expenses of 
preparation. We know men who will persist in liv- 
ing on a sandbank without apy soil to bear more than 
a stinted crop, while near by is a good meadow which 
might be cleared for grass and for good crops of hay, 
and portions of it might be devoted to a cranberry 
bed. A few square rods of such land would in a few 
years produce more in value than all they receive from 
their barren upland. This is no exaggeration. We 
do not believe that these immense tracts of bog lands 
in this State are to be useless for the wants of man 
any more than we believe that the immense number 
of lakes and waterfalls are always to remain of no ac- 
count. We should be glad to havea full report of 
the failares and success of those who have engaged in 
cranberry culture in this State. A detailed account 
of the faileres with their remedy, of those who have 
engaged in the business would be very valuablo at this 
time. Cranberries always look well and taste well, 
and we would like to see them more common. Let 
us hear through the columns of the Farmer from dif- 
ferent portions of the State, from those especially in- 
terested in the cultivation of the cranberry. 





The Black Oxford Apple. 


This apple is steadily increasing in favor among 
pomologists in this State, From its origin it bas had 
no one to trumpet its fame, The first recoommenda- 
tion we had of it was some twenty years ago, when an 
old grafter described it as solid as a stone wall, a de- 
scription that will apply to it better than any other 
apple. The tree is remarkable far its hardihood. We 
have trees that have been grafted twenty years in 
stocks now forty years old, and we have rarely ever 
seen a dead limb. We think they are adapted to all 
the northern portions of Maine better than any other 
grafted variety with which we are acquainted. They 
are excellent bearers every other year. We have seen 
them doing well in Northern Penobscot, and would 
recommend a trial of them in Aroostook county. They 
are remarkable for their, dark color, sometimes ap- 
proaching almost to black, and for their solidity. They 
have the greatest specific gravity of any known apple. 
They keep well through the winter and have a spright- 
flavor.. Being of medium .size they are admirably 
adapted to the uses of the peddler of apples as it takes 
& great may more applés to make a bushel than the 
Baldwin or Bluepearmaih. The tree reaches a well 
proportioned top with a large number of slender 
branches which are liable to break under their burden 
of apples. While we would not recommend it as a 
first ¢lass apple, we would bespeak for it a place in 
orchards located in the central and northern portions 
of the State. How it succeeds on the s¢acoast we have 
not been advise]. Muny an apple with a high sound- 
ing name has been trampeted over the State with not 
half the real value of the Black Oxford. 





Organize a Farimers’ Club. 


We are glad to learn, as we do from the Maine

**We, the citizens of the county of York, desirous of 
promoting Agriculture, Horticulture and the Mechanic 
Arts, and of co-operation in the acquirement and dif- 
‘fusion of practical knowledge pertaining to the farm- 
ers’ occupation, agree to form ourselves into an organ- 
ization for this purpose, and to adopt the following 
Constitution: ete 

Akticte |. This organization shall be called the 
‘Farmers’ Clob, of Biddeford,’ and its ‘officers shall 
consist of a President, ten Vice Presidents and seven 
Secretaries, who shall be chosen annually in fature 
years on the first Saturday in October, and who shall 
severally perform the duties usually devolving on such 
} officers. ' 

Apt, 2.. The meetings of this Clab. may. be held as 
often as the oanine shall decide to hold the same, 
and be governed by the uéual parliamentary rules of 
organized meetings except as they may be modified by 
the By-Laws annexed to this Constitution, which may 
be altered or.amended at any regular meeting of the 
Club y j& majority vote. 

By-Laws. Ist, The time occupied by any one 
ihembe? atohe tim®, in'the ‘meetings of this Club, 
shall not exeeed fiftetn “minutes, usleds the speaker is 
authorized to deliver a furmal lecture or unless the 
time is extended by unanimous. consent.’’

Stock Breeding. 


At the farmer's meeting at the State Fair, on 
| Wednesday, Mr. Thomas 8. Lang gave a very inter- 
esting address on stock breeding, which we copy frum 
the Boston Journal. It is worthy of careful perusal 
by our farmers : 


“The farmer labors for subsistence that he may sup- 
ply the necessaries and comforts of life, and add there- 
to those pleasures which ure the reward of earnest toil 
and thoughtfulness. If you admit this, then comes 
the question, how shall we best acquire what we deem 
necessary or pleasurable? [ have used the worl 
thoughtfulness; it is applicable. By thoughtful, care- 
ful study of nature, and the laws which govern the 
production of all things, weshall be led to satisfactory 
results. Thusto breed stock with success, we are 
governed by general laws of reproduction. It is an 
aphorism that ‘like produces like,”’ and this is in the 
wind of every farmer's boy a tacit acknowledgment of 
the law of compensation or retarn, which governs ev- 
ery conceivable condition of life. As you breed, such 
will you produce. The question may arise, is this 
strictly true? I believe it, and if wrong, desire to be 
set right. Some of you who are stock breeders may 
say that this, the rule of ‘like producing like,’’ is not 
absolute. I am aware it is not, in detail, and one of- 
ten finds circumstances quite puzzling in his experi- 
ence. The speaker illustrated this last point by an in- 
cident in breeding that came under his own personal 
observation, and then remarked that it had led him to 
adopt in his establishment, as a rule, effurts to control 
the influences upon the female while in heat and dur- 
ing the period of conception, and he hoped to be able 
to place before the public, at some time, the result of 
like experiments. Similar results, he contended, are 
often produced in a less marked manner. But what 
staggers one, srid he, is to find two fine animals bred 
together, psoducing marked qualifications of preced- 
ing sires or dams, with scarcely a trait of their own 
sireor dam. These are facts which no breeder douhts 
who has given attention to his business. And those 
who are conversant with Mr. Goodale’s excellent work 
upon the ‘Breeding of Domestic Animals’’—a work 
which should be in the hands of every farmer and 
breeder—will remember the examples mentioned in 
his chapter upon the laws of similarity. 


Mr Goodale, with ali accepted authorities upon this 
subject, urges that, to breed successfully, you must 
breed in the line, First, the breeder ought to know 
what he desires to accomplish before he takes the first 
step toward breeding. What are the natural advan- 
tages, said Col Lang, of the location in which you are 
placed, is the first. question for you to decide. Is it 
better adapted for breeding cattle, sheep or horses ? 
If you select. cattle, which breed is best adapted to 
your farm or location? If for beef, that whieh fur- 
nishes the most pounds of beef in the shortest time is 
the one. If, however, you desire to make fit from 
the duiry, a different class must be se’ . If your 
lands are high and rocky, they would be adapted for 
sheep, and the more hardy breeds of cattle The sbort 
born or Dutch caitle cannot be as profitably raised 
upon such lands. This matter of adaptation is an im- 
por ant one, and not st died with sufficient oare by 
those farmers who breed stock beyond the necessities 
of home. Having selected the locality, now comes the 
selection of the animals of the breed desirable. If for 
beef, there can be no question that the breed that ma- 
tures earliest is the best. Time isan important point. 
Suppose we fix that an average amount of fuod given 
an unimal up to three jears of age yields 1500 pounds 
of beef, how much is gained over that animal which 
requires four or five years to arrive at the same weight? 
Here comes the advantage of breeding to a given qual- 
ification. It is question of vital importance. 

I have spoken of time as important to be considered, 
and this may lead you to remember the law of com- 
pensation referred to, which, if true, would lead one 
to suppose that the 1500 in three years would take a 
corresponding amount of food, as if fed to an animal 
in four or five years. This is not true. What I wish 
to convey is, simply, that the three years old has char- 
acteristics to assimilate more fuod to beef in le:s time. 
You find certain times or conditions in an animal's 
life that it seems almost impossible tol.yon flesh, feed 
them ever so well. Then, why not find a class of ani- 
mals that, with a given amouut of fod lay on a double 
amount or neatly so from constitutional habit, health, 
vigor and power of assimilation? If yoa work your 
animals, you draw upon animal economy, and extra 
feed must pay fur labor. A combination of milking, 
labor aud beef qualities, seems to be the aim of the 
majority of farmers ‘*We cannot have the bread and 
eat it,’’ 18 & proverb well understood. He who breeds 
to milk Capabilities, must to a certain extent lay aside 
others as asserted. Aguin, itis well known that stock 
bred to milking properties admit of diff-rent glasses— 
for instance, » Jersey cow gives you milk, the crawm 
of whien, in some instances, is fifty per cent. vatter, 
while the cream from some cows will not m»ke butter 
without much effurt, and some notat all. I have sev- 
eral instances of this in my mind; yet these cows grew 
the finest valves. The Datch stock, for instance, have 
been mostly bred for cheese making; they do not excel 
in butter making, but excelall others in growing their 
calves. The best milk for butter is poor milk to grow 
stock. 

A point worthy of discussion in this connection, 
which my own small experie.:ce indorses, is, that what 
forcing # calf or other young animal has the first six 
months, espesially the first three months, determines 
his subsequent valae, I know that what is not done 
for a colt in the fiest eight months, cannot be remedied 
afterward. And on this point [ will urge breeders to 
spare Do pains or extra expense in feed or care of the 
dam four months before fouling, «nd for six months 
after, if she feeds the colt so long. While the bone is 
forming in the colt, give it all that wiil be of benefit 
to it. In some the bone attachments become more 
positive aud such animals are less likely to meet with 
trouble incident to weak, underfed ‘animals, ringbones, 
spavins, curbs, &c. I do not assume to urge this 
point upon you as notional ideas of my own, but as 
the experience of better observers than myself. , While 
in Europe, in 1867, 1 visited several times, a large 
breébing establishment, where twelve different breeds 
of catile were kept, xnd in conversation with the herdss 
men this point was dwelt upon as very important, es- 
pecially in the breeding of representative animals of 
stock, as a horseora cow. The herdsman said, ‘Feed 
strong while a calf. If he will take: the milk of 
two or three cows, give it. You. will be paid. Ia 
other words,’’ said he, ‘“‘hoe and weed and water the 
‘lant while it is growing, if you care for its perfec- 
tion.’’ A few wecks since a letter from J. Keene Rich§ 
mond of Kentucky, who has expended so much in 
bringing to this country from England and Arabia the 
finest horses in the world, urges the necessity of feed- 
1g the mare and foal that the growth of the colt may 
| be as great a@ possible While the bone is forming. 

Having selected the class of animals one wishes to 
breed, the selection of the animal is of the first impor- 
tance, for in the finest herds or flocks of carefully bred 
animals are to be found those which do not représent 
their class, and are incapable of transmitting the char- 
acteristics desired! ‘The safe way is to select repre- 
sentative animals thatdo breed in line. A defective 
animal may breed fine progeny, but the progeny may 
breed the defective sire or dam’s qualifications. There- 
fore the breeder should be sure of asire as nearly per- 
fect as possible in physical qualifications, and also one 
that has proved his get. to be so. The more genera- 
tions of fine animals in the line, the more certain of 
means in breeding them. However gooda sire or dam 
my be, selected from mixed stock bred out of line, 
the chances will be often against you to breed like sire 
ordam. I speak more particularly of horses, but be- 
lieve it is equally applicable to other.stock. Were | to 
select horses to breed as close to perfection as possible, 
I would select only such sires as were bred in a Jong line 
of carefal, judicious breeding, to the qualifications de- 
sized, either for speed, the sixteen hands carriage 
horse, or the horse for draft and work, endeavoring, 
at the same time, to select color, style, movements and 





and never accept a dam who had beew 
to a defective horse, as his defects often crop out in 
the subsequent progeny, although by a good 
the line desired. I have in my stable a chestnut geld- 
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and is always uvsafe. Ifow many breeders carefally 
, consider the points necessary to success in their eff ts, 
| but accept such chances as may be thrown before 
them, at a small price, or such sires as are of easy ac- 
cess? In selecting a mare for breeding a fiue horse, 
select such as will be sure to sustain the colt after its 
appearance, and asthe sire asa rule gives general 
configuration and motion, let her add to and sustain 
them by her natritive powers, giving constitution and 
energy. Let her temper be good, yet fitled with ner. 
vous susceptibility, bearing in mind that the most 
nervous unimal becomes the most tractable and easily 
trained or educated. If [ could fix the matter, no 
mare who had a constitutional defect should ever be 
bred. A dam having spavins produced by light mas- 
cle attachments, or light muscles, or ringbone, or a 
cup produced by an ill-formed leg, is unfit to breed. 
Mechanical injuries, not produced by constitutional 
defects rarely do harm. No dam, imperfect in firm 
or stature, of bad temper or bad feet, should ever be 
bred, and if a certain color is desirable, breed to that. 
Before closing I wish to refer to the term thorough- 
bred as nocepted to the public. I believe in thorough- 
bred animals and in their power to reproduce their 
kind, but I do not believe in assuming that animais 
are worth breeding because they are recorded in the 
herd or stud book for several successive generations. 
I have seen many worthless recorded thoroughbred 
avimals, very far from well bred; and also [ have 
seen many thoroughly bred animals which could not 
be found in the stock or stud book. LI approve of the 
record by all means, but the thorough breeding does 
not make the record. The time may come when men 
of wealth and leisure and culture will give their money 
and time and research to this interesting subject. I 
do not know ofa more noble undertaking for such 
than to advance the interests of a State like ours im 
this respect, an interest to be felt in every househol 
io Maine

and quality are concerned. Some collections lacked 
. the names of a considerable part, while others were in- 
correctly labelled. Awards were made as follows:

Honorable mention is made of the quality of fruit ia 
the collections of Capt. Coyle and J. B. Brown; alsoa 
dish of Norton’s Melon, shown by D. P. Livermore of 
Hallowell, a sort usnally of difficult calture in Maine; 
aleo of fruit shown by Mr. John Currier of Waldo- 
boro, (a member of the committee and therefore not a 
competitor for premiums), among which was a dish of 
Eaton’s Seedling, a native of Lincoln County, having 
a very delicate texture and rich flavor. The tree is 
also unlerstood to be hardy, thrifty and prodactive. 
The collection of Joseph Taylor contained a goodly 
pagent of varieties which originated in Maine, and 

ave as yet only a local reputation. As some of them 
appear to possess considerable merit, it is hoped that 
farther knowledge of them may be obtained. The or- 
namental stand of rustic work, bearing a portion of 
Friend Taylor's frait, deserves special notice as evi- 
dence of taste and skillfal handicraft. Roxbury Rus- 
sets of the growth of 1867, in a fine state of preserva- 
tion, were shown by Nathan Foster of Gardiner. 

Pears—The show of pears was quite as good as 
could have been reasonably expected, after a season so 
unpropitious for this fruit as the past. Awards were 
made as follows: 

Best collection, four specimens each variety, all 
properly labelled, to Samuel Rolfe, Portland, $6; 2d, 
T. C. Hersey, Portland, 4; 34, Joseph Walker, Port- 
land, 2; best dish of pears, Calvin Spaulding, Hallo- 
well, 3; 2d, J. W. Dyer, Portland, 2. 

Thirteen dishes of very fine fruit entered by Mr. 
Herbert of Bristol, is understood not to have been 
grown by the exhibitor. Honorable mention is made 
of the pears shown by Messrs F. L. Hatchins,S F. 
Perley, J. B. Brown, C. Spaulding, E. B. Whitney, 
and Joseph Taylor. A seedling of excellent quality 
was shown by Mr. Parker Milliken, which is one of 
several promising varieties originated from seed grown 
in Scarboro, fruit of medium size, pyriform, yellow at 
maturity, rich and melting. S. L. Goodale of Saco, 
exhibited ten varieties (not in competition) the most 
remarkable of which was the new variety known as 
the Goodale pear. This promises to prove one of the 
most popular of pears, since it combines fine quality 
and large size of fruit with remarkable productive- 
ness, thrift and hard:hood of tree. It has not failed 
to bear a good crop since it came to bearing. Being 
on the committee, Mr. G. declined any award, 

Plums—Tbe season for this fruit being nearly past, 
the amount shown was necessarily small. The premi- 
um for best basket, assorted, different varieties, named 
and labelled, we do not award. The second premium 
of three dollars, we award to Calvia Spaulding, Hal- 
lowell. In place of the Ist premium we award (or 
recommend) a premium of $3 for a dish of fine Coe’s 
— Drop plums, shown by Eiward Goald, of Port- 


Grapes—Of grapes grown in the open air the show 
was very meagre, the past season having been the 
most unfavorable within our recollection. Premiums 
as fullows : 

Best exhibition of grapes grown in the air, 
different varieties, properly named and labelled, not 
awarded; 21 do., J. C. Weston, Bangor, $3; best two 
bunches of Diana and Adirondac, not awarded; Con- 
cord, not awarded; Hartford Prolific, City Farm, 2;

J. W. Manning, of Reading, Mass., showed 
ee of well grown Concords and Rogers’ Hyb- 

id No. 19, the latter very nearly ripe. Dr. W. C. 
Robinson exhibited a new early variety without name, 
said to be ten days earlier than the Hartford. Lorin 
Adams of Wilton, showed Blood’s Black, well ripened, 
better than we have before seen this variety. Geo. R. 
Davis exhibited a dish of Israella, well colored, and 
nearly but not fully ripe, and the bunches a little be- 
low tull size, In good seasons this must prove a valu- 
able fruit for nothern latitudes. Bunches of well 
ripened Delaware, Rebecos, Union Village, &c., were 
shown by S. L. Goodale of Saco, but not in competi- 
tion for premiums.

Wintering Bees, 


The honey season may be said to be over, and the 
question arises as to the best method of carrying the 
bees through the winter. Some colonies, strong in 
numbers and flush in stores, will probably take care 
of themselves without external aid, unless their loca- 
tion 1s greatly exposed to the sweeping winds of win- 
ter. Generally, however, it is regarded as essential 
in the Northera States to transfer stocks to the ovllar, 
to pits in the ground, or to mask the hives in straw 
snoods on the summer stands. The last method seems 
"the favorite with many, as involving less trouble on 
the whole, and being equully safe, especially if a board 
break-wind screens the hive stand from the driving 
winds and storms from the north and west. These 
snoods or caps for the hives should come down flush to 
the stand plank, enveloping them entirely with the 
exception of the entrance apertures, which should be 
left open and free, to give the bees a chance to air 
themselves on the occurrence of fine weather, or when 
their necessities compel them to sally forth for a short 
time. 

Now is the time to examine the colonies, for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether avy of them are too 
weak and destitute of stores to survive the winter alone 
or without aid. Ifany such are found, let them be 
united with a vigorous colony, or put two weak ones 
together with their stores, as they will consume rela- 
tively less in their aggregated state than in the single 
one. Some persons, for the purpose of saving stores 
where the supply is ascertained to be short, tke out 
the bee frames and shake them, singly, over a tab of 
water, causing the old and inactive bees to fall into 
the water, while the young ones, by their superior 
strength, retain their bold and aresaved. This deple- 
tion of numbers is no loss, for the old bees, if success- 
ful in withstanding the wint* ~ilceither die erly in 
the ensuing season, or pro’ of litle use should they 
chance to survive it. Suc) gwar asshould be careful- 
ly housed, lest, being few im ma ub-rs and unable to 
generate mach heat, they «cou. perish from an out- 
side exposure. 

It sometimes happens that with the best of care, and 
after depopulation even, the stores run sbort, and 
feeding becomes necessary before the honey season 
opens. Tn such cases aid may be readily supplied by 
the mixture of white sugar and water, made of such 
consistency as to be readily appropriated. This costs 
something, but it is lees expensive than losing the 
stocks. If, from any cause, it becomes necessary to 
close the regular entrance to the hive for any consider- 
able time, or for a day or two even, openings should 
be made elsewhere for the purpose of ventilation until 
the obstruction at the entrance is removed. Darin 
the occasional warm days of winter free egress should 
be allowed, for, though some bees may be lost in con- 
sequence, the general health of the colony will be so 
much improved as to more than counterbalance the 
loss from the freedom accorded —Rural Wew Yorker. 





Mangling the Forest. 





The Ohio Farmer calls attention to the necessity of 
exercising more care in the preservation of forest tim- 
ber. It says: ‘‘Wagons are thundered over the roots 
without mercy; marks of the ax may be seen on the 
most thrifty trees, and when f lling, one, two or three 
others are mangled and torn from lack of care.’’ This 
is all true, and results, in most imstances, from em- 
ploying men in the forest who have no experience 
with the ax, and, from lack of instruction and prao- 
tice, no correct idea of the way to fell a tree without 
bruising, and destroying the branches of contigvous 
ones, Many persons, not deficient in judgment and 
calculation in other raral matters, placed in the forest 
are as destructive asa bovine ina China shop. A

Editorial Correspondence. 
Hovutron, Oct. 22, 1868. 

Dean Farmen:—Leaving Lee, we took a ride of ten 
miles by a comparatively new road, to Winn, a dis- 
tance of ten miles. Thecountryis new. The woods- 
man’s axe may, be heard along the road, log houses 
are common, and children at their doors namerous. 
Mueh of the land is a light sandy loam, of poor qual- 
ity. Other portions border upon a clay loam, and 
produce excellent crops of oats and potatoes. Many of 
the inhabitants are employed in cutting wood, loz3 and 
bark for the tannery at Winn, The town seems io be 
gradually filling up with settlers as fast as the wood 
and timber are cleared off. Winn village is the centre 
of the largest tannery in the State, and probably in 
New England. Should the European railroad diverge 
from this point, a matter we believe not yet decided, 
it would become a thriving village. As it now is, it 
is wholly dependent upon the tannery for ils support. 

A ride of three miles over a fine road, brings as to 
Mattawamkeag. Steamboats from Oldtown sometimes 
reach this place, and have ascended twelve miles fur- 
ther. The Mattawamkeag river, which means ‘‘no 
good place,"’ i. e. no good place for canoes to ascend 
in low water, empties into the Penobscot at this place. 
It is a fine stream, and is spanned by a noble bridge, 
having two large stone centre piers, and well guarded 
by wooden buttresses sgainst the ice. The Mattawam- 
keag House is a spacious hotel, where the stages from 
different directions stop over night. Here one will 
find the old fashioned fireplace, with its huge logs of 
hard wood blazing away, to the great comfort of the 
traveller, The country aroun! anil along the river is 
level, and in a good state of cultivation. 

It is cold weather. -A light snow is falling. Soon 
we hear the rattling of the stage coach—-a rattle un- 
like that ofany other carriage—and the stage from 
Houlton has arrived with its load of weary passengers. 
The stage from Patten comes in, also one from Old- 
town. The passengers crowd. around the great blaz- 
ing fire and warm themselves, and for a few minutes 
lovk thoughtfully into the fire.as if meditating upon 
vacuity. But the supper bell rings, and all seek for 
food, and shortly after fora bed, At four o*clock we 
are aroused by the watchman, to be ready fur the 
stage to Houlton. The same great blazing fire is still 
in the spacious bar-room, which has been kept going 
all night for the comfort of travellers, "We warm up 
and get on board the stage—an open carriage, called 
here a mud cart, and pack ourselves in, feet, legs and 
all, amid boxes, valises, trunks, express matter and 
mail-bags, and start off at the rapid rate of four miles 
an hour. -We are strangers to each other, but even 
the discomforts of a stage coach on a snowy morning 
renders people sometimes sociable. We scrutinized 
our fellow passengers closely to see if we could find out 
something about their history,. Somehow. a man or 
woman, Will strangely reveal themselves by a single 
remark. We fixed our eye on our victim, a short, 
pleasant looking fellow, with a wifejand baby with 
eyes as black as a coal; but for a long time we fought 
with short swords at a great distance, our antagonist 
eyeing us as keenly and with a determined resolution 
to find us out. At last we conquered him, and made 
him own up chat, he was an editor—Gilman, of the 
Aroostook Pioneer, who was on his return from the 
State Fait. His genial company seemed to shorten 
the distance, and make us feel good natured the rest 
of the day. Another passenger was a famous temper- 
ance lecturer, who related anecdotes with a zest that 
set the compafiy ina roar of laughter. Could any- 
body blame us, but think we were most fortunate to 
have such company when we had to ride through the 
most miserable looking county in the State of Maine ? 
The military road from Mattawamkeag to Houlton 
never would have been built unless there had been a 
prospect of a better country beyond, The soil is cold 
and barren, as if it had been all swept off by the del- 
uge, leaving it covered with a sickly growth of cedar 
and hackmatack. Mohawks, fourteen miles on our 
route, furnished us with a good break fast. 

Here the road diverges to Patten, twenty-four miles 
distant. We ride on, through ons or two unincorpor- 
ated townships, till we reach Haynesville, where is 
some excellent interyale land. We pursue our way 
with but little to interest us. We ought not to forget 
“Happy Corner,’’ sonamed because the people around 
there were once always found drunk. At last we 
reach Linneus, a thriving, working town, with its neat 
houses, its houses of worship, a nice village school- 
house, and with farms and orchards that betoken 
thrift. For a change, the granite ledges crop out 
here. Everywhere else nothing is to be seen but ar- 
gillaceous slate. 

As night approaches, the welcome sound of Houlton 
is heard. We pass by Cary’s Mills and foundry, sit- 
uated on the Meduxnekeag river, where the famous 
Houlton Horseback is to be seen, cut through by this 
stream. Allat once, as if by magic, the scene is 
changed. The soil looks different from that anywhere 
else this side of Michigan. A heavy sward covers the 
fields and the roadsides. We reach Houlton, to find 
kind friends to welcome us, of which we will say more 
hereafter. 





Tue Crops ror Ocropern, The Depsrtment of Ag- 
riculture has issued a report on the condition of the 
crops for October. The wheat harvest has not realized 
the full promise of the early summer. The increase 
ip the October returns is scarcely more than three per 
cent. The oats crop is light in the Eastern, Middle 
and Southern Atlantic States, and there is not a full 
average in Michigan, Wisconsin and Iowa. In other 
States the product is above the average. The tots} 
products of corn will not be what was hoped in the 
early season, but somewhat larger in quantity than 
last year. The cotton returns indicate a smaller crop, 
possibly by fifteen or twenty per cent. than last year. 
A complete estimate will not be made till the entire 
crop is gathered. Peas and beans will be nearly an 
average. Buckwheat is very generally deficient. Sor- 
gbhum has been more successful than last year. Pota- 
toes are full an average crop. Louisiana returns in- 
dicate an increase of twenty-two per cent. in sugar 
cane. The stock of beeves, in proportion for the ma: k- 
et, is larger than last year in the West and South and 
New Jersey, except in Indiana and Illinois, which 
constitute an important beef producing section. The 
condition of fattening cattle, universally of a superior 
character, gives promise of better and larger meat 
supplies than usual.

He disclaimed any 
spirit of selfishness, and urged that the time bad 
come when the temperance men and women of the 
State should demand new efforts for the advancement 
of the temperance cause. 


Remarks were also made by Rev. E. W. Jackson of 
Gorham, M. L. Stevens of Portland, and J. 8S, Kim- 
ball of Bangor, wlio each endorsed the remarks of 
Mr. Nye, and counseled a more vigorous action than 
ever in promoting the cause of humanity. The last 
speaker urged conciliation and moderation, and yet 
firmness, in such measures as were adopted. He be- 
lieved legal suasion was moral suasion intensified. 

On Thursday the business of the session was com- 
pleted, and the offizsers elected on Wednesday were 
formally installed: The following representatives to 
the National Division at Washington, were chosen : 
Joshua Nye, N. G. Hichborn, D. B. Randall, Z. Pope 
Vose, B. F. Tallman, Neal Dow, John B. Thorndike, 
John 8. Kimball, E. Jones, E, W. Jackson, Samuel L. 
Carlton, 8, J. Roberts, A. J. Potter, L. T. Boothby, 
D. P. Thompson, E. H. Cass, H. K. Morrill, James 
Nash, and O. W. Wood. 

It was voted to hold the next annual session of the 
Grand Division at Wilton, in Ovstober of next year. 
Quarterly sessions were located as follows: Bith in 
January, Waterville in April, and Pembroke in July. 
A special committee appointed to take into consid- 
eration the present position and needs of the temper- 
ance cause in Maine, and to recommend some plan of 
action for its successful prosecution, submitted a re- 
port which recommended the appointment of an Ex- 
ecutive Committee of five members, who shall have 
full wathority to act in behalf of the Sons of Temper- 
ance in conducting the temperance campaign in this 
State, during the ensuing year. The report recom- 
mends that this Committee be authorized and directed 
to act in co-operation with similar committees from 
other temperance organizations, so far as may be pos- 
sible; to raise money, employ speakers, circulate doc- 
uments, get up petitions, present them to the Legisla- 
ture; appoint county and town committees, and in all 
respects conduct the campaign. 

The report further recommended that the Grand 
Division instruct this committee that it is the sense of 
this body that the immediate objective point of the 
struggle should be the enactment of a law authorizing 
the organization of a State Police for securing the uni- 
form and impartial execution of the criminal laws of 
this State, and to create a public sentiment to author- 
ize their execution, and especially the execution of the 
laws for the suppression of drinking houses and ffp- 
pling shops. The following were recommended to 
serve as this Executive Committee :—E. W. Jackson, 
L. T, Boothby, M. L. Stevens, J. S. Kimball, and 
Henry Tallman, 

After a prolonged diseussion, in which Messrs. Nye 
and Drammond of Waterville, Berry of Gardiner and 
Tallman of Bath, participated, the report was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The larger number of members having left for their 
homes in the noon train, an afternoon session was dis- 
pensed with. A public temperance meeting was held 
in the evening in the Methodist vestry, which closed 
the work of the session. Brief and interesting ad- 
dresses were made by Hon, Henry Tallman of Bath, 
John &. Kimball of Bangor, and others—each of the 
speakers, in view of the alarming increase of intem- 
perance, advocating a general awakening of public 
sentiment, and urging the most earnest efforts to be 
put forth for the suppression of the liquor traffic in 
Maine. 





Ey We regret to record the sudden decease of a 
well-known former townsman and. distinguished citi- 
zen of California, Richard F, Perkins, Esq., which 
occurred on the steamer, eight days out from San 
Francisco, between that port and Panama, on his pas- 
sage home to visit his family and friends in New Eng- 
land.

For several years 
he hag been failing in health, and finally sought relax- 
ation and recovery in revisiting the scenes of his 
youth and early manhood, purpose which he was 
not permitted to realize. While sitting on the deck of 
the steamer cheerfully’ onversing with a friend, and 
without any apparent premonition of his approaching 
end, he suddenly expired. His remains were consign- 
ed toan ocean burial, and his children and many 
friends who anxiously awaited his coming home were

Sanporn’s Sream Fire Proor Sarz. A trial of 
fire proof ssfes took place in Baltimore; on the 22d 
inst., on which occasion the Sanborn Steam Fire Proof 
Safe was put to the test, in competitiow with the safes 
of Messrs. Valentine and Butler, New York; Miller, 
Baltimore; Littie; New York; Marviti; New York, and” 
Herring, New York. The trial was conducted under 
the superintendence of a disinterested committee, con- 
sisting of fourteen prominent merchants and business 
men of the city, and of a large number of offivers at- 
tached to the departments in Washiagten, appointed 
especially for the purpose.

The cans in the safe were found, on 
examination after the trial, to be nearly half full of 
water, showing that its contents would have been pie- 
served a much longer time had the fire been continued.

Hon. Jeremiah Ellsworth of Bath, died Mowlay 
26th ult, at the age of 74 years, He had served for 
quite a number of years on the board of County Com- 
missioners for the old Lincoln County when it extend- 
ed from Thomaston on the east to Lewiston on the 
west and included both of those now flourishing places. 

Mrs. M. A. Buzzell has been committed to jail in 
default of bail, on a charge of setting fire to the barn 
of Samuel Wilder in Temple on the 14th ult. 

Six brothers named Stetson are now living ih this 
State, the youngest of whom is 64 years old, and their 
average age is 72 years. They were born in Durham. 
Their father lived to be 88 years old and their mother 
99 years. 

The Machias Republican says there will not be so 
much lumbering done in that part of the State as last 
winter. There will be a less number of teams operat- 
ing, as there is an over stock of logs on hand, the 
long drought this season preventing the mills from 
sawing. 

The Branswick Telegraph says Master C. L. Thomp- 
son and others, are building at the new wharf yard a 
barque of about 600 tons, to be got off early next 
spring. She is of a fine model and first rate material, 
and will be commanded by Capt. Walter Merryman of 
Harpswell. 

The required sum of $50,000 has been at last raised 
for the completion of the Portland & Oxford Central 
railroad. Freight trains commenced running on 
Thursday of last week, and the grading of the exten- 
sion to Canton would probably be let at an early 
date. 

A special despatch to the Press says that Monday, 
as Mr. Samuel Sawyer was driving a team loaded 
with granite down Foss street, in Biddeford, the 
breeching broke, and the horses becoming unmanage- 
able, threw him from the team which passed over him 
killing him instantly. He leaves a wife and several 
children. 

Mrs. Lucy Osgood of Mexico died Sept. 12th, aged 
100 years, 8 months and 16 days. The Oxford Dem- 
ocrat says that at the time of her death, Mrs. Osgood 
had living, five children, twenty-four grand-children, 
forty-two great-grand-children, and two great-great- 
grand-children, being seventy-three in all. Each gen- 
eration had its representative at the funeral. 

Two schooners have been launched in Brunswick 
this fall—one from the yard of Master Robert Given, 
of 200 tons measurement, for the West India trade, to 
be commanded by Capt. Farr of Harpswell, and anoth. 
er built by Master George Woolward, of 135 tons, in- 
tended for the coastiug business, to be commanded by 
Capt. Jordan Woodward of Brunswick. 

The Lewiston Journal reports a man in Andros- 
coggin county, who has raised from six to eight thou- 
sand dollars worth of vegetables on eight acres of land 
this season. 

The Dover Odserver says that alittle boy named 
Johnny Hanson, about 10 years old, son of Mr. Han- 
son of Atkinson, died one day last week from injuries 
received from a hog which had escaped from the pen. 
He playfully got upon his back, when the hog threw 
him on some hard substance on the ground, injuring 
him so severely internally that he lived but four days 
after. 

The Portland .4rgus says that on Monday forenoon, 
Mr. Patrick Gulliver, while at work blasting a ledge 
of rocks in the western part of that city, was fearfully 
injured by the premature discharge of a lcad of | ow- 
dey in the ledge. The powder flew into his face, blind- 
ing, at the same time, both eyes, burning his clothes 
round his neck, and shattering his hand. It is ex- 
pected that ‘he ‘will lose the sight of one or both eyes. 

The Lewiston Journal says: A gentleman much re- 
spected by those who knew him, and an overseer in 
one of our manufacturing corporations was eeized with 
insanity several days since, and on Thursday of last 
week was removed to the Insane Asylum. 


The Gardiner Journal says E. S. Lawrence, of Pitts- 
ton, had 160 sheep-skins stolen from his slaughter 
house, on Monday night. He traced them to a wharf, 
and a boat-load of skins was seen going down river 
that morning, so it is reasonably surmised that they 
have been exported. 

The Presque Isle Sunrise learns that a Mr. Varney, 
recently from Kendall’s Mills, on Friday evening last 
was found dead in a well, at Limestone, into which it 
is supposed he had thrown himself. He had been at 
times in a desponing frame of mind, had written let- 
ters to his friends that life was of little worth, and let- 
ters were found in his trunk of the same tenor. 


The Lewiston Jour‘nel says a short time since a lady 
residing in that city received a letter from the captain 
of the company of U. S. Infantry in which her son has 
served against the Indians in the West, stating that 
her son had been missing since the battle of the 9th 
inst., and was supposed to be déad. This week she 
received ‘a letter from her son, in which he said he had 
just returned from a brief captivity among the red- 
skins. He was bound toa stake one night by the 
savages, who intended burning him the next day, but 
in the night he managed to gaaw off the thongs which 
held him and made his escape, though closely pur- 
sued. 

The Winthrop Bulletin says that Thursday, as M r. 
James Belyer and Capt. A. P. Bachelder were dig sing 
in Powder Mouse hill, so calted, in that village, the 
bank gave way and completely buried Mr. Belyer 
with sand and gravel up to his head. Mr. Bachelder 
was more furtunate, and was easily pulled ott by a 
teamster present. The bank was fifteen feet high, 
and the lumps of clay came down with such force as 
to seriously injure Mr, Belyer about the hips and 
legs. 

The Bangor Whig says that Mr. George. W. P. 
Jerrard, Plymouth, received last spring from Ohio, 
by mail, four pounds of ‘‘Harrison’’ potatoes, which 
yielded this fall six hundred atid ten pounds of nice, 
sound potatoes. He also planted twenty quarts of the 
variety known as the “Early Goodrich,’’ from which 
he raised 72 bushel baskets full. Mr. Jerrard also 
raised 1500 bushels of Orono potatoes, all sound and 
free from rot. They were grown on old pasture 
ground, 

A boat race took place at Brunswick, on the An- 
droscoggin river, Friday afternoon for the junior or 
amateur championship. The prizes were all won by 
Portland boys—Randall taking the first, Freeman 
Rigker the second, and Fred Colby the third.

The narrative of a young naturalist, only seventeen 
years old, who travelled on foot across the Pampas 
and Cordilleras of South America, knowing nothing 
ot the language, setiing out on bis journey with only 
forty-five dollars in money, and completing it with 
fifty in his pocket, must surely possess attractions 
enough to compensate for its perusal, and we mistake 
if his readers do not. find it entertaining and instruct- 
ive reading.

Murpers anv. Ovrraaces at tus Sourn. Much 
turbulence and crime continue to be reported from #!1 
parts of the South, The most serious disturbances 
haye occurred in New Orleans and vicinity. In 
Brashear Parish, near that city, the political clubs 
have had bloody collisions during their street parades, 
and in nearly all cases reported the negroes have been 
the principal victims, General Hatch, the Assistant 
Commissioner of the Freedmens’ Bureau for Louisiana, 
has.forwarded a special report to the war office show- 
ing that during the year ending October lst, 1868, 
there were officially reported to him one hundred and 
sixty-six persons as killed, and two hundred and 
twenty-five assaulted and otherwise maltreated in the 
State. The list is made out in detail, giving the 
names and residences of the persons murdered or as- 
saulted, as well as of the parties committing the out- 
rages, whenever they could be ascertained, and also 
noting the action of the civil authorities. It appears 
that three-fourths of the number killed or outraged 
were blacks, and that their assailants, were, in most 
cases, whites. In a large proportion of the cases, the 
civil authorities took no action whatever, and in many 
more they took none until the guilty parties had been 
arrested by the military. Gen. Hatch says that the 
list does not inclade the mames of the persons abused 
or slaughtered in the riots at Brashear, Opelousas, 
New Orleans, and other points, and he is certain that 
in the country many more murders were committed of 
which he never received official notice. 

General C, H. Smith has made his report of the op- 
erations of the Freedman’s Bureau in Arkansas. Dur- 
ing the year ending with the 2d of last March there 
were officialiy reported two hundred and seventy mur- 
ders, or assaults with intent to kill, of which only 
forty-two were committed on whites.

He therefore has ordered, 
he says, that all civil and military officers who are 
authorized to do so shall arrest on the spot any person 
wearing masks or otherwise disguised, and hold them 
in custody and report to his headquarters for instruc- 
tions.

Senor Ayala, Colonial Minister, his issued a circular 
announcing that the Colonies will be placed upon the 
same electoral basis as the rest of Spain. 

Lonpon, Oct. 20—Evening. The leaders of the 
Liberal party have, after a careful survey of the field 
become convicted that they are sure of the choice, in 
the coming elections, of a large mujority of Liberal 
members to the new House of Commons. The follow- 
ing has been quietly named,.in J.beral circulars, as 
the probable cast of the new Minisury : Premier, Right 
Hou. W. EB. Gladstone; Foreign Secretary, Earl Rus- 
sell; Home Secretary, John Bright; Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Hugh Culling; rd Chancellor, Sir 
Roundell Palmer; Seoretary of War, Marquis of Hart- 
ington. 

Berwyn, Oct. 29. The session of the North German 
Diet will be formally opened, by King William in per- 
son, on the 4th of November, and it is asserted on 
semi-official authority, that the speeclt from the throne 
will be of a reassuring and pacific character, 

Paris, Oct. 59. The Moniteur to-day says: ‘The 
army bill which passed the Austrian Reichsrath will 
not be signed by the Emperor.’’ It adds that the 
Minister of War, Baron Jhan, has said publicly that 
Austria is arming only in proportion to the extent of 
her population. 

Vienna, Oct. 29. The announcement is made by 
the Ministry, that the interpretation which has been 
put upon the recent speech of Baron Von Beust, is 
false, and that the policy of Austria is peace. 

The Diet has passed a bill giving authdrity to the 
Government to recruit 40,000 additional soldiers, 
Baron Von Beust having given a furmal assurance 
that the men to be enlisted will fill up a deficiency in 
the standing army, and not swell it above the number 
fixed by law. 

Vienna, Oct. 29—Evening. The Ministry, have 
made au explanation to Reichsrath as to the strength 
of the army. The normal war footing is fixed at 
800,000 men, and the present active force is not to be 
increased, 

Lonpon, Oct. 29. Maps, which are said to have 
been prepared by order of the French Government, 
have been issued to show that the second Empire has 
strictly regarded its frontiers as laid down in treaties 
with the neighboring powers. It is inferred that this 
explanation is made to cover the Emperor’s abandon- 
ment of the war policy.

The allied army was near at hand and news 
of a battle was daily expected. 

The Portuguese Consul had been forcibly taken from 
the American Legation, at Asuncion and shot.

To propose to offset the devastation wrought by guch 
illicit craft against the lvsses of British captains in 
vain attempts to run a legalized and recoguized block- 
ade, is so flagrantly wrong as to excite public indigna- 
tion that such an offer should be seriously made. The 
two sets of claims no more belong together than any 
two other matters wholly without relationship. Min- 
ister Johnson went over to land to settle the claims 
of American merchants on their own well-understood 
hasis. They had undergone exhaustive argument be- 
fore he left home, and the case is closed to further 
pleadings. The American people now want a plain 
settlement, and will put up with no deceptive bar- 
gains, compromises, or balancing of unrelated side is- 
sues, The claims make a perfeet case of themselves.’’ 








Tae Mackeret Fisnertizs. From all accounts re- 
ceived the mackerel fisheries have turned out poorly 
this season. The Gloucester Telegraph states that 
a few vessels have fallen in with spurts of mackerel 
and secured tolerable fares, but the majority of the 
fleet met with miserable luck. The Charlottetown Star 
calls the season an utter failure. Unless the fleet suc- 
ceed in taking good fares of mackerel within the next 
three weeks off Port Hood, Margaree, etc., the catch 
of mackerel in the Bay will fall short of that of last 
year, and which was much less than the usual quan- 
tity. The catch on the American coast has within the 
past fortnight been poor; and the mackerel taken 
have been of an inferior quality compared with those 
taken in the Bay. The Yarmouth Register speaks of 
a new fishing apparatus to be attached to the gunwale 
or rail of vessels of any size engaged in the salt water 
fisheries—the first patent ever issued in any country 
for improvement in thé manner of hauling fish, By 
the use of this apparatus the fish can be takem more 
rapidly, with but little water to to the line, and the 
fishermen can keep drier, hardly needing the use of a 
barrel. 





Distresstnae Accipent. A very distressing acci- 
dent, says the Lewiston Journal, occurred at East 
Auburn on Thursday of last week. A lad about 13 
years of age, son of Mrs. Staten, whose husband died 
during the late war, went te the Cabinet Manufactory - 
of Messrs. Bradford & Conant’ after shavings. Hav- 
ing seen others put a belt ona pulley in the mill, he 
essayed the same feat. His mitten caught in the belt 
and he was rapidly thrown backward around the pul- 
ley. His cries brought early relief, but not until he 
was very seriously injured. Dr, Frye was summoned 
and found the right arm of the lad broken in a very 
serious manner, the lower arm shattered so badly that 
it it was amputated the next day, near the elbow. 
The elbow was dislosated and the upper arm badly 
broken. The scalp was also torn off on one side the 
head. His body was also somewhat bruised.

Barcetona, Nov. 1. All work shops an] manu- 
factures of the city have been closed in consequence of 
free trade decrees issued by the provisional govern- 
ment. Working men deprived of work have assem- 
bled and are actually threatening to break into grain 
stores and bakeries. The military have been called 
out and arrests have been made. 

Queen Victoria as well as the whole royal family are 
said to be opposed to the candidature of Prince Alfred 
for the throne of Spain. 

Lonpon, Nev. 2. The riots which occurred in Rot- 
terdam Saturday were not of a political character. A 
quarrel arose between the citizens and police, the lat- 
ter were overpowered when troops were sent from the 
Hague to restore order. A severe contest took plice 
in the streets between the troops and the people, three 
men were killed and about a hundred wounded.. Up 
to this morning 60 arrests of the parties implicated in 
the riot have been made and the city is now quiet un- 
der the guardianship of the military. 

Paris, Nov. 2. The Moniteur to-day editorially 
reminds the journals which have been in the habit of 
criticising the gorernment that such a course is for- 
bidden.: 

Maprip, Nov, 2. The Provisional government has 
issued a decree sanctioning the holding of public 
meetings in places where they have pronounced for 
the government. 

The city of Barcelona desires to proclaim Espartero 
King of Spain in case the Cortes should pronounce 
for a monarchy. 





Taz Cusan Insurrection. The movement in Cuba 
against the existing Government is growing formidable. 
Six out of ten of the provinces of the Eastern Depart- 
ment of Cuba are in insurrection against the govern- 
ment. The revolutionists have divided themselves into 
small bands, with the view to carry on a guerilla war 
until their forces are strong enough to cope with the 
Spanish troops with a fair prospect of success. They 
have burnt several plantations, and are taking the 
negroes with them as auxiliaries. In several skir- 
mishes with the Spanish troops, the creoles, both black 
and white, have fought bravely, causing a heavy loss 
to the Spaniards, The chief of the insurgents is re~ 
ported to have from 4,000 to 6,000 negroes with him, 
and has full sway ina large section of the country. 

The government has sent a strong force against the 
foe and a large steamer has been chartered to convey 
troops to the scene of action. The native Cubans are 
enthusiastic and hopeful bat are in want of arms. If 
the measure should become necessary there is a fixed 
determination among them to declare immediate 
emancipation and call on all the negroes to arm 
against the Spaniards. 

A proclamation has been issued by the Republican 
Revolutionary Committee. It is full of fire and 
breathes the most intense revolutionary spirit. The 
document recites the acts of despotism of the govern- 
ment of Queen Isabella, and concludes with a strong 
appeal 'to"the Cubans to pronounce for the Federal Re- 
public. We pronounce for liberty, equality and fra- 
ternity to Cubans and Spaniards; we demand popular 
Suffrage without coercion, the dissolution of the per- 
manent army, establishment of a national militia, jus- 
tice for all Cnives, municipal independence, liberty of 
press, liberty of Giseussion, freedom of indastry, free- 
dom to immigrate, abvlition of the monopoly of slave- 
ry; let us defend our liberty with dignity irrespective 
of all opinions; let us embrace the opportunity to se- 
cure the freedom of Cuba; we greet the victors of 
Spain, viva Spanish liberty, viva the liberty of Cuba, 
viva the Federal Republic.
